tion Thursday, it was estimated 
the freighter stood at a point about 
midway between the Venezuelan 
coast and the island of Santo Do- 
mingo. 


Officials, tight-lipped about the 


search until Friday evening, dis- 
closed that Navy patrol planes and 
surface ships, including carriers 
and desrtoyers, moved quickly to 
block passages leading to Cuban 
ports. 


Although 
officials declined to 


discuss the size of the search force 
it was understood more than a doz- 
en radar-equpped patrol planes 
were on the mission out of Roose- 
velt Roads in Puerto Rico. Sur- 
face ships probably came from 
the Guantanamo Naval Base in 
eastern Cuba, among other places. 


There was no clear indication 


what would happen when the Navy 
finally spots the Anzoategui. That I 
will be up to the Venezuelan gov- 
ernment. 


But it's likely the Navy would 


only flash the news, then keep 
watch until a Venezuelan destroy- 
er can come up to intercept the 
freighter.
